Makes 
Reply 


Note of Boer Presidents, 


to

London, March 14.—hi the house of 


lords Tuesday f,<ir;l Salisbury, in lay- 
ing upon ihe table President Kruger's 
telegram containing overtures of peace, 
said that the presidents of the Trans- 
vaal and Orange Kree State had made 
acknowledgment of tlieir independence 
an essential condition. 


The answer of her majesty's govern- 


ment. Lord Salisbury said, was that, 
in view of the use co which the repub- 
lics had put the powers given to them. 
it (the British government) was not 
prepared to assent to the independence 
either of .the South African Republic or 
the Orange Free State. 


Following is the full text of the peace 


proposals which President^ Kruger and 
Steyn sent to Lord Salisbury 
under 


date o!" Bloemfoutcin. March 5: 


"Th-i blood and the tears of the thou- 


sands who have suffered in this war. 
and the prospects of the moral and 
economic ruin with which South Africa 
is now threatened make it necessary 
for both belligerants to ask themselves 
dispassionately, and in the site of the 
triune God. for what they are fighting, 
and whether the aim of such justifies 
all the appalling misery and devasta- 
tion. 


"With this object, and in view o£ the 


assertions of various British statesmen 
to the iffoct that this war was begun 
and is ueing carried out for the set! 
•purpose o[ undermining her majesty's' 
authority in South Africa and to set 
up an administration in the South Af- 
rican republics independent of her maj- 
esty's government, we consider it our 
duty solemnly to declare that the war 
•was undertaken solely as a defensive 
measure to safeguard the threatened 
independence of the South African re- 
publics, and is only continued in order 
to secure and safeguard the incontesta- 
ble independence of both republics as 
sovereign national states and to obtain 
the assurance that those of her maj- 
esty'^ subjects who have taken part 
with us in this war shall suffer no 
harm whatever in person or in prop- 
erty. 


"On these conditions, and on these 


conditions alone, are we now. as in the 
•past, desirous of. seeing peace re-estab- 
lished in the South African republics 
and of putting an end to the evils now 
reigning over South Africa. 


"While her majesty's government is 


determined to destroy the independ- 
ence of tiie republics there is nothing 
left to us and to our people but to per- 
severe to the end in the course already 
taken. 


"in spite of the overwhelming pre- 


eminence of the British empire, we are 
confident that the God who lighted the 
inextinguishable fire of love of freedom 
in the hearts of ourselves and of our 
fathers will not forsake us, but will 
accomplish his work in us and in our 
descendants. 


"We have hesitated to make this dec- 


laration earlier to your excellency, as 
we feared that so long as the advant- 
age were on our side, and as; long as 
our forces held defensive positions far 
in her majesty's colonies, such a dec- 
laration might hurt the feelings and 
the honor of the British people. But 
now that the prestige of the British 
empire may be considered to-be as- 
sured by the capture of one of our 
forces by her majesty's troops, and that 
we were thereby forced to evacuate 
other positions which our forces had 
occupied, that difficulty is over, and we 
can no longer hesitate clearly to inform 
your government 
and people, in the 


sight of the whole civilised world, why 
-we -are fighting and on what conditions 
we are ready to restore peace." 


The reply of Lord Salisbury to the 


presidents of the South African repub- 
lic and Orange Free State is dated 
March 11, and is as follows: 


"I have the honor to acknowledge 


your honors',telegram, dated March 5, 
from Bloemfontein. of which the pur- 
port is principally its demand that her 
majesty's government shall recognize 
the incontestable independence of the 
South African 
republic and of the 


Orange Free State, arid to offer on 
those terms to bring the war to a con- 
clusion. 


"In the beginning of October .last 


peai-o existed between her majesty's 


^government 
under the 
conventions 


^wliU-b then were in existence, and dis- 
cussions had been proceeding for some 
months between her majesty's govern- 
ment and the South African republic, 
of which the object was to obtain re- 
dress for very serious grievances un- 
der which the residents in the South 
African republic were suffering. 


"In the course or' those negotiations 


the South African republic had. to the 
knowledge of her majesty's govern- 
ment, made considerable armaments. 
and the latter had consequently taken- 
steps to provide corresponding rein- 
forcements to the British garrisons in 
Cape Colony and Natal. 


"No 
infringement 
of 
the 
rights 


granted by the convention had up to 
that point taken place on the British 
side. 
Suddenly, at two days' notice, 


the South African republic, after issu- 
ing an insulting ultimatum, declared 
war upon her majesty's government, 
and the Orange Free State, with whom 
they had not even been in discussion, 
took a similar step. 


"Her majesty's dominions were in- 


vaded by the two republics, siege -was 
laid to three towns within the British 
frontier, and large portions of the two 


colonies wore overrun, with great de* 
trnction to property and life, and the 
republics claimed the right to treat the 
inhabitants of extensive portions of 
her majesty's dominions as if those 
dominions had been annexed to one or 
the other of them. 


"Jn anticipation of these operations 


tho South African republic had been 
accumulating for many years past mil- 
itary stores on an enormous scale, 
which by their character, could only 
have been intended for use against 
Great Britain. 


"Your honors make some observa- 


tions of a negative character upon the 
object with which these preparations 
were made. I do not think it necessary 
to discuss the question you have raised, 
but the result of these preparations, 
which were carried 
on 
with 
great 


secrecy, has been that the British'em- 
pire has been compelled to confront 
an invasion which has entailed upon 
the empire a costly war and the loss of 
thousands of precious lives. The great 
calamity has been the penalty which 
Great Britain has suffered for having 
in recent years acquiesced in -the ex- 
istence of the two republics. 


"In view of the use to which the two 


republics have put the position which 
was given them and the calamities 
which their unprovoked attack has in- 
flicted upon her majesty's dominions, 
her majesty's government can only 
answer your honors' telegram by say- 
ing that they are not prepared to as- 
sent to the independence either of the

RICO'S 
PRODUCT^ 


A report made to the War Depart 


ment by Gen. G. W.- Davis, governor o 
Porto Kico, gives Tho St. Lords Globe 
Democrat u text for an interesting ad 
torinl concerning the products of th 
island. 'Among other facts given are! 
the following: Oily two states in the 
Union are smaller in area, though quite 
a number 
have 
fewer 
inhabitants. 


About one-eighth of Porto Kico, or 
300,000 acres is under cultivntwc, in- 
cluding 122,000 acres devoted to coffee, 
01,000 to sugar cane and 4200 to to" 
bacco. 
The rest is taken up with maize, 


beans, rice and native fruits. 
The acre- 


age is surprisingly small for an island 
that has boen settled so long and that 
has a population of nearly 1,000.000 
Only a quarter ot the land suited to 
coffee has been used for this product, and 
tobacco a!so might be much more ex- 
tensively raised. The fruit interest is 
backward. Oranges, bananas, pincap 
plee and limes-might be grown for ex- 
port, but are cultiva'ed only for the 
home 
cemand.

regime Porto Kico just drowsed along 
from hand to mouth, and this condition 
cannot be changer.1 in a day. 


In Gov. Davis' opinion Porto Kico 


must look to sugar, tobacco and coffee 
for exports in the immediate 'future. 
The 
maximum of sugar exports was 


170,000 tons in 1870. 
Last year's sugar 


crop was 00,000 tons. In 1897 the to- 
bacco raised amounted to 
6,255,953 


pounds and in the same year the export 
of coffee was 51,710.007 pounds. 
The 


basis for business at best is not large 
and the need of the island 
for special 


consideration is apparent. 
What it has 


to sell is limited in quantity, and favor- 
able trade regulations are requisite if 
that little ia to return a profit. Gov. 
Davis remarks that

interior towns that are occupied by our 
troops.
